To  Our  Treasurer 


JAMES  HENRY  BEEDE 
Born  November  13,   1875 

This  issue  of  the  Sandwich  Town  Report  is  dedicated  af- 
fectionately to  our  neighbor,  James  H.  Beede,  who,  for  the 
past  thirty  years,  has  served  faithfully  as  town  treasurer. 
His  familiarity  with  banking,  financing  and  recording  pro- 
cedures has  been  invaluable  to  the  many  Boards  of  Selectmen 
with  whom  he  has  been  associated.  Always  a  man  of  judg- 
ment, one  has  confidence  when  his  fine  Spencerian  signature 
is  affixed  to  a  document  that  the  pros  and  cons  have  been 
well  considered.  We  present  officers  particularly,  who  have 
been  laboring  beside  him  in  the  vineyard,  salute  our  friend 
and  co-worker,  Jim  Beede. 

Now  in  his  ninetieth  year,  Mr.  Beede  has  a  rich  Sand- 
wich heritage  to  look  back  on.  He  was  born  on  the  farm  in 
West  Sandwich  which  was  the  home  of  Beede's  through  four 
generations.  It  was  cut  out  of  the  wilderness  toward  the  end 
of  the  eighteenth  century  by  John  Beede,  Jim's  great  grand- 
father. John  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Beede  of  Poplin 
who  settled  in  Sandwich  (north  of  "Braehead")  shortly  after 
Ms  brother,  Daniel  Beede,  set  up  his  abode  at  Lower  Corner 
in  1767.  John  Beede's  mill  operations  near  Squam  Lake  at- 
tracted so  many  settlers  and  storekeepers  that,  at  one  time, 
it  was  thought  the  location  would  become  the  town's  center. 


but  the  prospect  faded  with  the  opening  of  Sandwich  Notch 
to  freighters  from  western  settlements  seeking  a  shorter 
route  to  the  coast.  John  Beede,  however,  continued  a  man  of 
affairs,  and  served  the  town  as  selectman  and  in  other  capac- 
ities. He  died  in  1841  at  the  age  of  84.  His  son  Josiah  car- 
ried on  the  farm,  and  James  Beede  remembers  him  well. 
Josiah  was  followed  by  his  son,  J.  Edwin  Beede,  who  in- 
creased the  farm  to  three  hundred  acres  before  his  death  in 
1915. 

James,  who  had  worked  with  his  father  over  the  years 
(his  older  brother,  George,  had  gone  to  Concord  as  a  mech- 
anic,) continued  to  run  the  farm,  raising  cattle  and  other 
stock,  and  carrying  on  the  reputation  of  his  forebears  for  a 
tidy  and  prosperous  homestead.  Jim  had  a  horse,  old  Bill,  and 
an  English  pointer,  Vic,  who  lived  to  a  good  age;  he  had  a 
great  affection  for  them  both.  He  liked  fishing  and  spent  a 
day  now  and  then  up  on  Hall  Pond  or  Black  Mountain  Pond. 
Whenever  there  was  a  dance  in  the  vicinity,  Jim  was  there; 
he  has  always  been  a  fine  dancer.  Evenings  on  the  farm  he 
read,  having  a  wide  and  varied  taste  for  good  literature,  his- 
tory and  the  like.  He  had  received  his  early  instruction  at 
Chick's  Corner  School,  and  went  on  to  graduate  from  Tilton 
Seminary,  where  they  turned  out  scholars  in  those  days. 

His  first  wife  was  lulus  Adams,  daughter  of  Durward 
Adams  of  the  Center.  Their  daughter,  Nephele  Adams  Beede, 
lives  in  Washington,  D.  C. ;  she  came  north  last  November 
for  her  father's  eighty-ninth  birthday  dinner.  In  1920  Mr. 
Beede  married  Hattie  Burrows,  widow  of  John  G.  Burrows 
of  the  Center.  She  had  two  daughters,  Gladys  (Mrs.  Perk- 
ins) and  Helen  (Mrs.  Blodgett) ,  and  they  and  their  children, 
Forrest  Perkins  of  the  Conservation  Service  and  his  sister, 
Audrey,  and  Lorraine  and  Gloria  Blodgett,  together  with 
Nephele,  are  Jim's  family  today.  Forrest  recalls  the  good 
times  he  had  on  the  farm  as  a  small  lad,  helping  with  the 
chores,  fishing  with  Jim,  and  discovering  in  his  grandfather 
a  wonderful  source  of  answers  to  all  the  questions  a  little 
boy  might  ask. 

Jim  sold  the  Beede  farm  in  1938,  and  he  and  Hattie 
came  to  the  Center  to  hve  on  Church  Street.  Hattie  died  in 
the  spring  of  1958;  and  eventually  Mr.  Beede  took  up  resi- 
dence in  the  G.  Roland  Smith  home  on  Skinner  Street,  where 
he  spends  restful  and  contented  days. 

Mr.  Beede  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  1929 
he  became  a  Mason,  and  was  master  of  Red  Mountain  Lodge 
No.  68,  F.  &  A.  M.  in  1931  and  '32.  After  that  he  became 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Eighth  Masonic  Dis- 
trict. When  Red  Mountain  Lodge  observed  its  one-hundredth 
anniversary  in  June,  1960,  Mr.  Beede  was  chairman  of  the 
Centennial  Committee  and  wrote  the  history  of  the  Lodge 
which  appeared  on  the  program.  It  was  a  fine  piece  of  writ- 


ing,  and  lost  none  of  its  savor  when  eloquently  read  by  him 
at  the  open  meeting  in  Town  Hall. 

Conversations  with  Mr.  Beede  concerning  his  family  al- 
ways start  with  the  emigrant  Eli  who  came  from  Jersey,  one 
of  the  EngKsh  Channel  Islands,  and  settled  in  what  is  now 
Kingston,  N.  H.,  sometime  in  the  1600's.  In  time  he  owned 
three  prosperous  farms  and  had  eight  or  nine  children  of 
whom  Daniel  and  Thomas  are  known  in  Sandwich.  James 
Beede  has  cousins  now  in  Youngstown,  Ohio,  with  whom  he 
keep  in  touch,  all  tracing  their  ancestry  to  Eli  Beede. 

Jim  also  likes  to  tell  about  Camp  Hale,  which  settled 
on  his  father's  lake  frontage  about  1900  on  a  sort  of  lend- 
lease  basis.  The  Beede's  sold  milk  to  the  camp,  and  the  boys 
played  ball  up  at  the  farm  on  Sunday  afternoons,  Jim 
rounding  up  a  town  team  to  play  against  them.  He  has  al- 
ways been  fond  of  sports,  especially  baseball.  In  very  recent 
years  Jim  had  the  satisfaction  of  handing  the  Camp  Hale  of- 
ficials a  deed  to  the  property,  a  transaction  which  reflected 
in  its  generous  terms  the  good  feeling  between  these  neigh- 
bors of  more  than  half  a  century. 

Mr.  Beede  served  Sandwich  Fair  as  director  for  many 
years  and  as  vice-president  in  1944  through  1948.  He  also 
had  a  long  tenure  as  manager  of  the  Town  Hall  on  Fair  Day, 
relinquishing  this  job  in  1955.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  His- 
torical Society  in  the  late  forties  thru  '51,  and  for  a  time 
was  treasurer  of  the  Old  Home  Week  Association.  In  the 
thirties  we  find  Jim  listed  in  town  records  as  head  of  the 
Sports  Committee.  One  can  well  imagine  that  it  was  origin- 
ally thru  Mr.  Beede's  suggestion  that  Camp  Hale  boys  be- 
came a  part  of  our  Old  Home  Day  program,  an  arrange- 
ment that  has  worked  out  happily  for  all  concerned. 

A  life-long  Republican  and  always  interested  in  politics, 
Jim  viewed  such  affairs  more  as  an  observer  than  a  partici- 
pant. It  was  not  until  1932  that  we  find  him  listed  among 
the  town  officers,  first  as  an  auditor.  From  that  it  was  an 
easy  step  to  the  position  of  treasurer,  to  which  he  has  en- 
joyed a  perennial  re-election.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how 
the  responsibility  has  increased  with  the  years.  In  his  report 
for  1934  receipts  are  hsted  as  $67,528.27.  In  '64  they  were 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  evening  of  a  well-spent  life 
brings  its  lamps  with  it.  We  like  to  think  that  this  tribute 
is  a  lamp  that  will  shine  brightly  for  Jim,  letting  him  know 
that  these  thirty  years  of  service  and  loyalty  are  held  dear 
by  his  townspeople.  We  all  wish  him  continued  happiness, 
activity  and  health,  here  in  his  beloved  Sandwich.

The  above  article  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  with 
the  exception  of  winter  maintenance  which  was  reduced 
to  $13,000.00,  the  difference  of  $2,000.00  to  be  used  for 
Cook's  Bridge. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  set 
the  rates  for  equipment  hire  and  the  payment  of  per- 
sonnel, which  shall  follow  as  nearly  as  possible  the  scale 
allowed  by  the  State  but  which  shall  not  exceed  such 
scale,  thereby  rescinding  previous  votes  in  this  con- 
nection.

Sandwich  Community  Association  and  Bi-Centennial  Com- 
mittee. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative   Balance   Sheets:    December   31,    1963  -  Decem- 
ber 31,  1964:   (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1963 
and  December  31,  1964,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  in- 
dicated therein  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  changed 
from  a  Net  Debt  of  $4,342.71,  to  a  Surplus  of  $12,123.44, 
in  1964.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
w^ith  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  un- 
collected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report 
are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitat- 
ed by  the  return  of  verification  notices.

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Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 


Lawrence  "Si"  Blumberg  was  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 
at  this  time  last  year  and  had  been  for  many  years.  He  was 
a  dedicated  and  faithful  worker  and  had  his  heart  in  the 
ivork  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control.  His  untimely 
death  has  brought  to  his  neighbors  and  fellow  wardens  a  deep 
sense  of  loss. 

Our  hearts  are  with  his  family  and  friends,  and  we  wish 
to  extend  to  him,  in  memoriam,  our  thanks  for  a  job  well 
•done. 


The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of 
1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive 
year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten 
inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions,  to- 
gether with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  character- 
ized 1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the  past 
half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three  weeks  long- 
er than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight 
increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area 
burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964. 
Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire 
disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  the  men  in  this  community  who  responded  and  fought 
our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now  86%  wooded  and  its 
economy  -  both  industrial  and  recreational  -  is  greatly  de- 
pendent on  this  forest  resource.  The  responsibility  for  ade- 
quate fire  protection  of  this  great  area  -  4,350,000  acres  -  is 
everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most 
effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is 
dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches 
from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers 
of  lighting  matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are 
out. 
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A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are- 
chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  es- 
cape; (2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers. 
Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  prop- 
erty and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooperation 
we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.
